22. (Original) An apparatus comprising: 
a server comprising: 

a registry comprising identifications of services and identifications of peers that 
perform the services; and 

a second electronic device to receive a service request from a first electronic device, to 
fulfill a portion of the service request, to find a third electronic device using the registry server, 
and to send a remaining portion of the service request to the third electronic device. 

23. (Original) The apparatus of claim 22, w^herein the third electronic device is to fulfill the 
remaining portion of the service request and to send a response to the second electronic device. 

24. (Original) The apparatus of claim 23, wherein the third electronic device is to fulfill the 
remaining portion of the service request by itself. 

25. (Original) The apparatus of claim 23, wherein the third electronic device is to use a fourth 
electronic device to fulfill the remaining portion of the service request. 



a server comprising: 

a registry comprising identifications of services and identifications of peers that

A system comprising: 
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a second electronic device to receive a service request from a first electronic device, to 
fulfill a portion of the service request, to find a third electronic device using the registry server, 
and to send a remaining portion of the service request to the third electronic device. 

33. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 32, wherein the third electronic device 
is to fulfill the remaining portion of the service request and to send a response to the second 
electronic device. 

34. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 33, wherein the third electronic device 
is to fulfill the remaining portion of the service request by itself 



35. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 33, wherein the third electronic device 
is to use a fourth electronic device to fulfill the remaining portion of the service request.
